weather iteoerally in a meaenre spoiled what 
looked like a sparkling: card of seven races at 
Harlem yesterday. The bad weather, however, 
had no effect on the crowd, and fully 12,000 
people saw Pink Coat come cantering home the 
easiest kind of a winner in the Fort Dearborn 
Stakes, 

The stake feature was at one mile for three- 
year-olds and upward and under the conditions 
Pink Coat got in at 104 pounds. Eleven were 
named through the entry box to go but the ap- 
pearance of Pink Coat with such light weight 
up and the threitening weather frightened all 
but Eva Rice out. consequently there was little 
or no room for speculation or contention to the 
race. Pink Coat was always about 2 to 5 and 
received very light support at that price, the 
half- holiday folk, to have an interest in the 
race prefering to take a chance on Eva Rice 
beating him at about 2 to 1. Eva certainly 
flattered her backers for about five furlongs 
but when Knight and Pink Coat got ready they 
went past the mare like a flash and that was all 
there was to it. 

The hottest favorite of the season on the 
local tracks. Miss Bennett at 1 to 7, came close 
to being defeated by Money Muss. The pair 
met in the second event, which was a condition 
affair, and on all previous performances it did 
not seem that there was a chance for Miss Ben- 
nett to lose, consequently the heavy bettors 
looking for a little sure money “unloaded,” and 
the fright they got will undoubtedly last them 
for a long time. Miss Bennett showed all of her 
dazzling speed, but notwithstanding this she 
could not get away from Money Muss, who was 
only carrying 108 pounds to her 121. Miss Ben- 
nett led in the stretch by an open length, but at 
the eighth post Money Muss caught her, and for 
an instant the pair had it hammer and tongs, 
with Money Muss apparently getting the better 
of the argument. Buchanan, seeing defeat star- 
ing him in the face, resorted to <|uestionable 
tactics and several times struck Money Muss 
over the nose with his whip. The latter is none 
too stout hearted at best and this had a ten- 
dencyTo make him stop. The result was Mits 
Bennett won handily. Jockey Kuhn, who rode 
Money Muss, lodged a claim of foul against 
Buchanan, but the judges would not allow the 
claim. However, they fined Buchanan $100 and 
warned him against such rough work in the 
future. 

Just before the horses went to the post in the 
first race there was a heavy downpour of rain 
and those that had backed the favorite, Sim VV., 
and knew of his dislike of a wet track, did m>t 
think much of their investments. The gelding 
was so much the best however that, hard riddc n 
and favored by racing luck, be '.lau.ng^'i to 
stagger home a head in front of Mi sLitanloy. 

Bangle had little or nothing to brat ia his 
race, and 11 to 20 was a liberal pri, c atrn'nst 
him. The old rogue sulked when gringdown 
the backstretch, but concluded to run kindly 
after passing the three- furlong post, and 
through the stretch had everything his own 
way. 

It was 3 to 1 and take your pick, w’ith Tulla 
Fonso barred, in the fifth race, and each of the 
starters was heavily backed. Maggie Davis, 
with J. Waldo up and at 6 to 1, got away in 
front, and after leading all the way won all out 
by two lengths from Boney Boy. 

The sixth race went to Branch, who was 
strongly backed by a select few, and Dagmar 
driving and staggering barely lasted long 
enough to nose out Dandy H. and Walkenshaw 
in the closing mile selling race.

It has been decided by the Harlem officials, 
owing to many re(iuests, to keep the race track 
open to the public on Sundays hereafter.

ST. LOUIS’ NEW TRACK. | 

Says the St. Louis Sporting New's of last Sat- 
urday : “The Kinlock Jockey Club has elected 
the following officers: Joseph D. Lucas, presi- 
dent; Ed Butler Jr., vice president; Phil Chew, 
secretary and treasurer. The new track will 
be in operation in September. Said President 
Lucas on Monday : 

“ ‘We have arranged to put as large a num- 
ber of men on the ground as it will carry, and 
they will work in day and night shifts until the 
tracks and the buildings are completed. Noth- 
ing will be wanting. The stand will be a thing 
of beauty and a joy forever and will be 
equipped with every modern and up-to-date 
improvement. The paddock will be a revela- 
tion to St. Louisans and the betting ring will 
have none of the characteristics and draw- 
backs of the Black Hole of Calcutta, wliich the 
betting rings around here have all been handi- 
capped with. The veteran Bob Pate, who has 
raced around the world, will be in charge of 
the physical end of the enterprise, and every 
one knows that he is an adept at his business.’ ” 

Discussing the proposed new track, Barney 
Schreiber said recently: “The proposed loca- 
tion at Kinlock is only a mile away from my 
breeding farm, and as it will tend to increase 
the value of my property, 1 have a substantial 
reason for regardingthe project with favor. But 
I fear the new track and its appointments are not 
designed on sufficiently broad lines. To win 
the patronage of the St. Louis race going public 
the grandstand and other buildings must be up 
to the highest standard of modern excellence, 
better than the Fair Grounds equipment. Be- 
sides this the racing officials selected must 
be of such generally recognized ability, 
experience and high standing as to com- 
mand respect and confidence from the out- 
sot. They are not in sight now and 1 do not 
1: low how or from where they can be secured 
aa 1 from what I have heard of the estimated 
cost of the buildings they will not be what they 
should be to render the new course an immedi- 
ate attraction and success. Still I will be 
pleased if 1 prove to be mistaken.”
